The  Urban  District  ■  is  divided  into  6  "wards  namely;- 
Woodhouse,  Altofts,  Common,  Normanton  Part  1, 

Normanton  Part  2,  Normanton  Part  3* 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  slight  population  increase,  amounting 
in  all  to  50  so  that  according  to  the  Registrar  General *s  estimate,  it  now 
rests  at  19,170  as  conpared  with  last  year’s  total  of  19,120,  The  existing 
density  of  population  therefore  has  been  influenced  but  sli^tly  and  now  works 
out  at  6.2  persons  per  acre.  The  success  of  our  post  war  housing  schemes  is 
reflected  in  the  increased  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  Normanton  for  1949 
as  conpared  with  the  pre-war  figure,  but  this  increase  of  465  woefully  falls 
short  of  the  actual  numbers  required*  Building  restrictions  during  the  war 
left  us  no  alternative  but  to  neglect  this  aspect  of  environmental  inproveraent 
altogether  and  in  the  national  interest  to  concentrate  on  much  more  vital 
issues.  If  our  problem  therefore  was  sinply  one  of  making  up  this  lee  way, 
due  to  our  forced  inactivity  over  a  period  of  6  years,  it  would  in  all  faith 
be  serious  enou^  .but  it  if  unfortunately  conplicated  by  an  added  factor 
potentially  common  to  many  mining  communities,  namely  that  of  housing 
subsidence.  The  actual  degree  of  subsidence  has  been  so  great  in  Normanton 
that  numerous  families  have  had  to  leave  their  homes  because  they  had  become 
uninhabitable  and  in  this  way  many  of  the  new  council  houses  built  have  had 
to  be  utilised  in  re-housing  these  homeless  families*

A  review  of  our  population  figuroB  during  the  last  four  years  reveals 
the  fact  that  the  Normanton  Birth  Rate  in  connon  with  that  for  England  and 
Wales  has 'shown  noticeable  fluctuations  and  starting  fron  1947  which  was  a 
peak  year,  there  has  been  a  gradual  fall  in  our  annual  Birth  Rate,  This 
fall  during  the  last  two  years  has  kept  quite  closely  in  line  with  that  for 
England  and  VJales  and  though  doubtless  many  factors  contribute  to  the 
explanation  for  this  fall,  it  is  felt  that  economic  difficulties  corbined 
with  inadequate  housing  accommodation  would  top  the  list.

The  crude  death  rate  for  the  year  under  review  has  shown  a  marked  rise 
and  this  broadly  speaking  can  be  accounted  for  mainly  from  the  increased 
number  of  deaths  resulting  from  respiratory  and  circulatory  conditions 
and  from' new  growths.  The  Registrar  General  after  a  lapse  of  a  number 
of  years,  has  once  again  issued  a  comparability  adjusting  figure  for 
Normanton  and  by  means  of  this  factor  which  makes  allowances  for  age 
and  sex  distribution,  we  are  enabled  to  arrive  at  a  comparison  between 
the  Local  and  National  Death  Rates,  Our  crude  death  rate  is  12,3  but 
by  means  of  the  con^sar ability  factor  it  has  been  stepped  up  to  13«6, 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  in  passing  that  during  1949  the  number  of 
deaths  resulting  from  Infectious  Diseases  has  been  very  low  and  such' 
diseases  as  Scarlet  Fever  and  D5.phtheria,  Measles  and  VJhooping  Cough, 
Cerebro-spinal  fever  and  Enteric  groups,  have  not  yielded  a  single 
death,  but  it  is  a  sign  of  the  times  that  Poliomyelitis  has  claimed 
one  “Victim,  Deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  have  shown  an 
appreciable  increase  over  the  proceeding  year.  Throe  most  happy 
features  of  this  report  relate  (1)  to  the  Maternal' Mortality  Rabo  from 
which  there  has  not  been  one  death  during  the  year,  (2)  to  the  Infant 
Mort-.u.ity  Rate,  and  (3)  to  the  Death  Rate  from  Diarrhoea  of  Infants 
under  two  years  of  age,  both  of  which  latter  conditions  have  shown  a 
marked  decline  from  the  previous  year.  The  local  Death  Rate  for 
dlarrhoeal  conditions  for  children  under  2  years  of  ago  (3.18)  is  only 
slightly  higher  than  the  comparable  figure  for  England  and  Wales  (3»0) 
while  our  Death  Rate  for  all  infants  under  one  year  of  ago  is  appreciably 
below  the  national  figure,  i,e,  29  against  32,  and  does  not  include 
one  illegitimate  death.

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TPBERCULOSIS. 

Dtaring  the  last  Oentury  there  has  occurred  all  over  the  country  a 
most  noticeable  drop  in  the  incidence  of  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  and 
it  has  boon  gradual.  The  pattern  vdiich  has  been  set  153  nationally, 
has  also  been  found  to  apply  locally  in  Normanton  and  at  the  end  of 
1949>  there  v/as  found  to  be  a  total  of  97  cases  on  the  register.  This 
is  an  increase  of  15  nefw  oases  on  the  register  as  eonpared  with  the  end 
of  194s  and  this  increase,  regrettable  though  it  may  be,  is  very  probably 
explained  by  the  fact  that  nowadays  such  oases  are  found  early  as  a 
result  of  the  mare  modern  forms  of  diagnosis  as  well  as  by  the  field 
work  done  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Units ,  The  supervision  of  contacts 
too  is  pursued  with  a  characteristic  vigour  nowadays,  inpossiblc  of 
attainment  in  former  years  and  yields  a  further  quota.  In  years  gone 
by  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  acquired  a  terrible  and  most  sinister 
reputation  as  being  a  killing  disease  and  such  a  reputation  once  acquired 
is  difficult  to  live  down,  even  though  the  incidence  and  killing  power 
of  the  disease  has  in  the  meantime  been  greatly  minimised,  largely 
amongst  other  things  as  a  result  of  iirproved  living  and  working  conditions. 
The  fatalistic  attitude  towards  this  disease  adopted  not  so  very' long 
ago  is  giving  place  to  a  much  more  healthy  attitude  of  mind  that, 
cau^t  early,  Tuberculosis  can  be  cured.  It  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  50^  of  the  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  1949, 
occurred  in  the  25  to  45  age  groips.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
onll^tened  pdicy  of  this  Council  to  make  available  to  families  where 
T,B,  exists,  houses  in  a  healthier  environment  will  undoubtedly  make 
its  presence  felt  in  curbing  the  disease,  though  it  must  bo  confessed 
that,  owing  to  the  present  housing  shcr'bage,  one  cannot  go  as  far  as 
one  would  wish. 


Bovine  T-'  berculosis  still  continues  to  take  its  annual  toll  of  cases 
both  as  regards  fresh  notifications  and  as  a  cause  of  death,  and  the  ever 
growing  nood  for  the  protection  of  milk  by  the  creation  of  a  greater 
nuidbor  of  T,T,  herds  and  by  the  increased  i^e'of  pasteurisaticai,  will 
become  more  and  more  apparent  as  time  goes  on. 

There  is  building  up  a  generally  accepted  belief  that  Pasteurisation 
of  milk  gives  protection  only  against  infections  of  a  bovine  Tuberculosis 
nature  but  this  amounts  to  only  half  the  truth.  Efficient  paste\n:*isation 
of  milk  most  certainly  does  protect  it  against  bovine  Tuberculosis,  Vut  also 
against  a  number  of  other  diseases  which  can  gain  access  into  the  milk. 
Extensive  outbreaks  of  diphtheria,  of  Scarlet  Fovor,  and  of  septic  sore 
throats  have  before  now  been  Mtiated  as  a  result  of  milk  being  directly 
infected  by  a  person  carrying  the  disease  and  in  close  contact  with  milk 
or  cou^ing  into  it,  or  the  udder  itself  may  become  infected  resultiiig 
either  in  an  infective  mastitis  or  an  infective  ulcerated  condition  of 
the  teats.  Similarly  milk  has  also  been  contaminated  either  by  a  carrier 
or  by  scMOone  siiffering  from  the  disease  of  enteric  fever  and  dysentery, 
resulting  in  an  outbreak  of  the  disease.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that 
pasteurisation  efficiently  carried  out,  can  render  a  milk  safe  from  quite 
a  number  of  infections,  nor  does  it  materially  alter  the  chemical 
cocposition  of  the  milk.  Certain  of  the  Vitamins  may  be  sli^tly  reduced 
as  a  result  of  pasteurisation  but  such  a  roduotion  is  more  than  made  up 
for  from  other  sources. 


Milk  sampling  with  particular  enphasis  on  biological  testing  to 
discover  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis  in' milk  has  been  carried  out' during 
the  year  in  the  Public  Health  D^artment,  both  as  regards  raw  milk,  or 
raw  milk  for  pasteurisation  and  on  one  occasion  at  least  has  been  the 
means  of  bringJ.ng  to  light  tho  presence  of  an  infected  animal  in  a  dairy 
herd  of  cattl'' ,  and  needless  to  say  has  resulted"  in  the  ultimate  removal 
of  tho  infected  animal  from  the  herd  in  question. 
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lOTTPIABLE  DISEASES  (OTHER  THAI^  TUEERCULOSIS')  DURING  THE  WR  1949  SHOW  IN  AGE  GKQUFS. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (Other  then  Tuberculosis) 

The  incidence  of  measles  Y?as  marked  during  the  year,  amounting  in 
all  to  a  total  of  cases,  but  against  that  the  total  number  of 
■whooping  cough  cases  notified  below  100,  Scarlet  Fever  has  also 
shown  a  decided  decline  (44)  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  when 
there  were  80  oases,  and  Diphtheria  has  once  again  shown  a  further 
pronounced  reduction.  One  can  scarcely  credit  the  fact  that  in 
1941  in  Norraanton  there  were  58  cases  of  diphtheria,  whereas  in 
1949  only  6  cases  were  notified.  The  success  of  our  immunisation 
canrpaigns  can  readily  be  seen  behind  all  this  and  our  ultimate  goal 
must  be  the  complete  eradication  of  Diphtheria  from  our  midst,'  This 
can  only  be  achieved  by  a  continuous  programme  of  immunisation, 
continually  spurred  on  by  the  helpful  propaganda  of  our  Doctors  and 
Nurses  and  not  least  by  all  those  in  a  responsible  position  and  able 
to  do  80, 


PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Wakefield  County  Borough, 

A  maximum  of  505,000  gallons  per  day  being  available.  This  water 
is  soft  in  character  having  a  temporary  hardness  of  0,2  degrees,  a 
permanent  hardness  of  3,6  degrees  and  a  total  hardness  of  3*8  degrees, 

purification. 

Purification  is  carried  out  at  the  Wakefield  Wateiw/orks  and  no 
fiurbher  local  treatment  is  given  to  the  water, 

PonsumPtion, 

In  1949  the  average  daily  consumption  for  the  Norraanton  Urban 
District  was  441,950  gallons  per  day,  for  which  361,225  gallons  were 
used  for  domestic  purposes  and  80,725  gallons  per  day  industrially. 

All  houses  i-jith  the  exception  of  one  farm  house  and  one  farm 
cottage  receive  water  from  the  Towns  mainj  three  houses  being 
supplied  from  communal  stand  pipes.

mERNITY  and  child  TOLF/iRE, 


During  this,  the  first  full  year  under  the  Divisional  Sohemo,  there 
has  bean  little  of  a  spectacular  character  to  note,  and  our  policy  has 
been  directed  towards  consolidating  existing  services,  as  well  as  meking 
one  or  two  excursicais  of  a  novel  character. 


It  is  a  lanventahle  fact  that  our  progress  in  the  erection  of  suitable 
Ante-natal  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  has  not  been  able  to  keep  pace  with 
our  progress  in  the  reduction  of  maternal  and  infant  mortality,  and  dark 
and  dingy  premises,  as  well  as  those  of  an  unsuitable  nature,  do  not 
constitute  an  ideal  attraction  for  regular  attendance  at  such  clinics. 

Neither  the  clinic  at  the  Park  Pavilion,  Nornanton,  nor  the  one  at 
Altofts,  can  be  regarded  as  ideal  promises  for  the  housing  of  such  clinics, 
thou^  it  mst  be  agreed  that  the  former  mentioned  one  does  offer  the 
greater  facilities.  Perusal  of  my  report  wiy.  show  that  all  the  clinics 
do  serve  a  most  useful  purpose,  and  in  vioTJ  of  their  popularity,  combined 
with  the  fact  that  we  as  a  Local  Health  Authority  should  set  an  exanple 
to  mothers  in  creating  an  all  round  friendly  atmosphere,  the  prqser 
provision  of  suitable  premises  becomes  an  imperative  necessity.  Life  in 
an  industrial  area  often  lacks  variety,  and  a  means  of  escape  to  a 
friendlier  atmosphere  where  all  can  meet  on'  an  equal  footing  and  talk  ever 
their  various  problems,  is  much  appreciated.  The  siting  of  the  clinics  in 
Nornanton  is,  on  the  whole,  quite  good,  except  that  I  must  again  stress  the 
fact  that  an  additional  clinic  situated  more  towards  the  Wakefield  .'oundary 
is  urgently  required,  so  as  to  save  mothers  having  to  make  their  way  as  at 
present  through  two  thirds  of  Normanton  before  arriving  at  the  central  clinic 
There  has  been  a  drift  of  the  population,  too,  tovjards  that  part  of  the  town 
owing  to  the  new  housing  schemes  now  in  progress,  and  this  constitutes  an 
additional  reason  for  the  provision  of  such  a  clinic. 


Because  of  the  lack  of  adequate  electricity  supplies,  Normanton  has  so 
*  far  been  unable  to  enjoy  the  facilities  of  an  indopendont  Ultra  Violet  Light’ 
Clinic  but  has  had  to  join  forces  with  Gastleford  at  the  Sagar  Street  Clinic, 
Thus  Normanton  patients  in  need  of  such  treatment  provisionally  go  to 
Gastleford,  This  Clinic  was  re-openod  in  February  of  this  year  and 
operated  in  the  first  instance  for  the  0-4  and  5-15  age  groips,  and 
has  proved  to  bo  a  most  popular  clinic.  Later,  in  November,  this 
Sunli^t  Clinic  was  extended  to  cover  the  Ante-natal  and  Breast  Feeding 
mothers,  and  in  selected  cases,  instruction  and  advice  is  given  how  to 
prepare  the  breasts  in  preparation  for  the  baby  to  come.  In  a  Division 
like  mine  where  the  tendency  to  get  the  baby  on  to  the  bottle  as  soon  as 
possible  is  most  noticeable,  every  effort  should  be  made  to  initiate  anew 
the  art  of  natural  breast  feeding.  Even  after  only  two  months  working, 
it  has  become  quite  apparent  that  a  special  clinic  on  its  own  to  iirpart 
the  basic  principles  of  breast  feeding  although  an  urgent  necessity, 
would  not  enjoy  the  same  popularity  as  a  combinod  Breast  Feeding  and  Ultra 
Violet  Light  Clinic,  It  is  somewhat  early  to  attenpt  to  analyso  the 
results  of  this  Clinio,  but  there  is  evidence  that  it  is  fulfilling  a  most 
useful  purpose.  It  is  earnestly  hqjed  that  during  1950  tho  necessary 
electricity  cable  will  have  been  laid  at  the  Park  Pavilion  and’ so  enable 
Normanton  residents  to  enjoy  these  facilities  the  more  readily. 


Though  more  properly  coming  imder  the  heading  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
it  would  probably  not  bo  out  of  place  to  state  hero  in  passing,  thr:'  a 
most  successful  carpaign  was  launched  and  carried  on  in  this  Division 
durinr?  August  and  September  whon  a  Mobile  Unit  Immunisation  Van  toured 
the  constituent  districts.  That  there  exists  a  need  for  such  a 
service  cannot  be  doubted,  and  I  feel  that  it  providos  in  a  goodly 
measure  indeed,  an  answer  to  a  long  outstanding  problem. 


In  tho  succeeding  pages,  I  have  set  out  details  of  the  working  of  the 
various  sorvices  in  this  Division  and  in  some  instances  have  elaborated  on 
matters  mentioned  above.

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DOMICILIARY  fmTFERY  SEIiVICE. 


The  riW-d-nifery  Service  has  by  and  largo  bocoino  a  closely  integrated 
SGotion  of  the  Divisional  Scheme  and  tie  have  been  lucky  in  being  able  to 
maintain  it  at  full  strength  throughout  the  year,  in  the  face  of 
considerable  staff  changes  and  re-organisation,  A  close  liaison  is 
maintained  botvieen  the  midv^ives  and  the  Doctors  attending  the  Ante-natal 
Clinics  and  this  has  reacted  to  the  interests  of  both  parties. 

In  my  leist  report  I  expressed  concern  at  the  snail  number  of  wonvai 
availing  themselves  of  the  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  service  and  every  effcnrfc 
was  made  during  the  year  to  popularise  it  by  the  midwivos  on  the  district 
and  by  demonstrations  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinics,  In  order  to  assess  the 
actual  need  for  this  service,  the  midviiivos  were  from  Septoniber  onwards, 
asked  to  submit  a  weekly  return  to  me,  setting  out  the  reason  why  certain 
women  did  not  wish  or  could  not  have  this  form  of  analgesia,  and  these 
returns  have  indicated  a  real  appreciation  of  the  service.

It  is  but  rarely  the  assistance  of  this  Department  is  sought  to  provide 
practical  help  in  the  case  of  illegitimate  pregnancies  and  furthermore  onoe 
the  initial  shock  of  the  irregularity  has  been  recovered  from  by  all  conoemed, 
the  advent  of  the  baby  into  its  now  surroundings  is  not  usually  one  fraught 
with  antagonism.  The  mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  our  Infant  Welfare 
Centres,  and  once  it  is  realised  by  then  that  no  publicity  is  given  to  their 
particular  case,  as  a  rule  they  attend  with  enthusiasm.  On  the  district,  too, 
the  Health  Visitors  give  preferential  treatment  to  such' cases.  Our  records 
indicate  that  adoptions  wore  conpleted  in  only  one  case,  and  it  would  seem 
that  the  greater  nuirber  of  mothers  of  such  children  prefer  to  rear  them 
thonffl  elves.

Mass  radiography  nowadays  so  largely  used  in  industry  in  the  diagnosis 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  other  chest  conditions,  is  becoming  moi'o 
and  more  an  integral  part  of  Industrial  medicine,  and  by  reason  of  its 
vast  possibilities,  I  fed  the  incorporation  of  such  a  service,  in  a 
highly  industrialised  area  such  as  Division  11,  is  a  very  necessary 
step  indeed.  For  the  past  yoar  or  so,  in  collaboration  v;ith  those 
responsible  for  this  service,  I  have  been  investigating  all  the  possible 
sites  Tflihore  such  a  clinic  could  bo  held,  but  by  reason  of  the  high  electric 
current  necessary  to  feed  the  plant,  few  if  any  central  suitable  premises 
are  suitable,  Tho  only  obvious  ray  of  light  in  this  direction  at  present 
perceivable  that  could  work  satisfactorily,  would  result  from  the 
utilisation  of  our  Infant  Uolfare  Centre  at  the  Park  Pavilicai,  Normanton, 
YJhen  dectricity  is  available  and  they  are  not  otherwise  required,  and 
every  effort  is  being  made  to  enable  some  such  course  to  be  adopted. 

So  far  hoY/ever,  such  a  course  of  action  is  only  at  consideration  levd 
and  it  will  be  some  tine  before  concrete  action  can  be  taken.

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Report  of  a  Succesgful  Pilot  Mobile  Unit  Imnuniaation 

■Carnpaign  o&rrled  out  In  Nornanton  and  Captleford  durljig 

■AMgagl<..afl4.S.epte^ey^  1^49. 


During  the  paet  8  or  9  years,  there  has  been  i^jaged  by  neans  of 
Imnunisation  against  Diphtheria,  a  nation  vddo  canpaign,  the  object  of 
v/hich  has  been  primarily  to  lower  the  incidence  of,  and  ultimately  to 
bring  about  the  cmplete  eradication  of,  Diphtheria  from  our  midst. 

The  success  of  this  canpaign  has  varied  from  area  to  area,  depending 
largely  on  the  intensity  of  the  individual  local  efforts,  but  taken  by  end 
large,  the  overall  results  have  been  most  gratifying.  Thus  it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  in  England  and  Tv  ales  during  1938,  64,955  cases  of 
Diphtheria  YJore  notified,  vjith  2931  deaths,  whereas  in  1948,  7903  cases 
were  notified  with  156  deaths,  the  two  latter  figures  being  uncorrected. 
Those  figures  both  as  regards  notifications  and  mortality  rates  for  this 
disease,  show  a  deep  dovmvjard  spiral,  and  this  should  continue  till  the 
rates  are  eventually  nogligable.  The  m<aiumental  innunisation  cairpaigns 
carried  out  in  Toronto  end  Hamilton,  Canada,  over  a  period  of  years  has 
shovjn  that  Diphtheria  can  be  well  nigh  conpiotely  eradicated  from  urban 
conrniur.ities,  but  to  attain  this  happy  position  requires  a  sot  up  in  whidi 
there  are  no  flaws,  ¥ith  communities  in  this  country,  where  protective 
immunisation  has  been  successfully  practised  on  a  large  scale  over  a 
nucijer  of  years,  it  has  been  found  that  whilst  it  is  a  relatively  easy 
matter  to'  obtain  high  immunisation  rates  in  the  5-15  age  groups  oven 
to'  96^,  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  conparable  rates  in  the  0  ••  4  age 
group,  and  a  685S  rate  would  be  considered  quite  good.  If  it  is  our 
avov;ed  intention  to  eradicate  Diphtheria  :fron  our  midst,  then  this  lower 
percentage  rate  of  successful  immunisations  in  the  younger  ago  groups  must 
be  viewed  with  alarm,  and  we  should  not  rest  till  the  percentage  gap 
between  the  two  groups  has  been  narrowed. 

The  success  of  our  immunisation  progranno  in  the  past,  has  depended 
on  how  far  we  have  been  able  to  popularise  our  static  immunisation  clinics, 
either  as  part  of  our  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Service,  or  as  an  Integral 
part  of  the  School  Medical  Service,  Provided  wo  can  once  enlist  an 
Intelligent  interest  cm  the  part  of  cur  Health  Visitors  and  other  nursing 
staff,  as  a  very  necessary  addition  to  the  multiplicity  of  interests  they 
are  already  expected  to  shoulder,  end  pro'vlded  we  can  sustain  that  interest 
during  the  daily  routine,  then  we  can  say  that  more  than  half  the  battle 
has  been  won.  Ready  co-eperation  on  the  part  of  the  parents  in  an  effort 
of  this  sort  is  also  a  very  vital  necessity.  The  better  immunisation 
results  obtained  in  the  5-15  ag©  group  can  undoubtedly  bo  attributed  to 
two  irport ant' contributory  factors,  the  one,  and  to  ny  mind  the  mcxro 
inportant  one,  depends  on  the  fact  that  once  having  given  consent,  the  ' 
parent  can  take  a  conpletoly  icpersonal  view  of  any  further  proceedings, 
since  the  actual  immunisation  takes  place  in  school  where  her  attendance 
is  not  required  and  the  other  is  the  psychological  effect  oh  the  child 
of  not  wanting  to  be  the  odd  man  out  amongst  so  many  others,  Sucev  ’a 
also  depends  on  the  avoidance  as  far  as  possible,  of  widespread  reactions 
by  the  use  of  appropriate  antigens,  and  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
one  really  bad  reaction  in  a  school  can  do  untold  harm  in  militating 
against  what  otherviise  would  be  a  most  successful  run  of  immunisatiems. 
Obviously  owing  to  the  lovier  immunisation  porcentago  obtained,  the  same 
sot  of  factors  cannot  operate  in  the  case  of  the  0-4  age  group  and  one 
can  readily  imagine  the  amount  of  moral  courage  the  mother  must  pluck  up 
before  she  can  bring  her  child  to  be  immunised,  either  in  her  ovm  presence 
or  in  an  adjacent  room.  The  fact  that  she  does  cone  forward  and  readily 
so  is  striking  testimony  to  the  faith  she  has  in  the  efficacy  of 
immunisation  against  diphthoria,  but  it  is  just  as  true  to  say  that  a 
certain  section  of  the  mothers  in  this  ago  group,,  cannot  because  of 
domestic  ties  etc,,  or  will  not,  bring  their  chiLdron  to  bo  immunised 
at  the  static  clinic  and  a  moans  must  bo  found  sooner  or  later,  if  wo 
are  to  bo  conpletely  successful  in  our  efforts,  to  bring  thorn  insido 
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\  W  not.  One  vorjr  prtwtloftl  xtny  of  nootljjg  and  enwaondag  this 

prcfclon  has  boon  tcKuid  to  bo  by  tho  Institution  of  a  mobilo  imLiunlaation 
unit  -nhioh  will  tako  immunisation  to  the  very  doors  of  the  children 
and  in  this  way  shatter  the  very  last  vestige  of  an  excuse  that  these 
parents  may  have  against  the  immunisation  of  their  children.  This 
method  is  not  entirely  novel  since  it  has  been  in  eperation  in  several 
County  Boroughs  and  at  least  in  one  County  Council  for  a  nuirher  of  years 
now,  but  it  has  not  yet  attained  universal  popularity.  In  view  of  its 
flexibility  and  extreme  adaptability  it  was  decided  to  operate  a  pilot 
sorvico  of  this  typo  In  Division  11  of  tho  West  Riding  to  tost  its 
suitability  in  this  area,  and  the  very  favourable  rosiiLts  obtained 
during  its  trial  run,  merit  partioular  consideration  with  a  view  to  its 
continuance.  During  the  four  Fridays  of  August,  1949,  a  first  visit  ' 
was  paid  to  areas  of  the  constituent  districts  comprising  this  Division- 
and  a  second  visit  was  paid  in  tho  four  Fridays  of  September,' to  coiplexo 
the  second  lijeotions.  In  all,  16  sossions  were  carried  out,  and  it 
was  found  that  a  total  of  1116  injections  wore  given  working  out  at  7D 
injections  being  given  per  session,  Furthornore  in  the  li^t  of 
experience  gained  during  this  pilot  survey,  it  was  found  that  provided 
tho  details  had  been  properly  worked  out  beforehand,  a  total  of  80 
injections  per  session  could  be  attained  without  undue  strain  on  the 
personnel.  It  xvill  be  seen  that  this  number  conparos  very  favourably 
with  the  work  as  is  carried  out  at  a  static  immunisation  clinic,  where 
it  is,  I  think,  generally  agreed  that  20  per  session  is  considerod  about 
the  average.  Such  a  static  clinic  will  immobilise  a  Doctor  and  t;vo 
nurses,  whereas  tho  mobile  immunisation  clinic  will  immobilise  a  Doctor 
and  five  niursos,  and  the  latter  system  whereby  4  times  tho  nmber  of 
children  can  bo  immunised  quite  apart  from  effecting  a  very  considerable 
saving  in  the  Doctor ^s  time,  also  sets  free  3  nurses  to  do  other  work. 

This  I  think  demenstrated  quite  clearly  that  far  from  being  an  ec'::i.;.dcally 
unsound  preposition,  the  mobilo  unit  can  be  used  to  a  very  groat  advantage 
and  need  not  clash  in  any  way  with  the  more  conventional  static  clinics, 
being  essentially  auxUliary  to  them.  The  success  of  this  pilot  survey 
was  not  in  any  way  fortuitous  but  the  result  of  a  carefully  planned  scheme 
whore  ©nphasis  laid  on  dot  ails  was  found  to  count  for  a  lot  in  contributing 
to  the  final  figures.  Of  prime  inportance  is  the  size  of  tho  van  where 
tho  immunisations  are  carried  out,  and  this  must  be  in  all  respects  adequa-i  o 
to  allovfi  the  work  to  be  carried  out  unhorpered  and  with  sufficient  "elbow 
roomP,  One  of  tho  larger  typos  of  ambulances  with  an  additional  door  at 
the  cab  end  to  allow  of  one  way  traffic  would  serve  as  a  torpcxrary  neasuro 
but  I  do  fool  that  eventually  a  more  roomy  type  of  vehicle,  perhaps  one 
after  the'ff^lo  of  the  ijiobilo  dental  van,  would  be  found  to  be  mi’-jh  more 
desirable.  It  was  shown  very  conclusively  during  the  experimental  run 
that  if  the  working  space  available  was  cramped  and  inadequate,  frustration 
and  irritation  at  once  ensued,  Nexti  in  order  of  inportance  is  the 
provision  of  a  sufficiency  of  personnel  to  feed  and  keep  the  unit  going. 

In  some  mobile  units  a  Doctor  and  two  nurse  combination  is  considered 
adequate  but  to  ray  mind  this  reacts  detrimentally  as  regards  the  actual 
niuiiber  of  children  who  can  be  immunised  per  session.  The  doctor  and  two 
nurse  system  was  tried  out  originally  in  our  pilot  scheme  but  half  way 
throng  tho  first  session  it  was  found  to  bo  absolutely  inpracticablo  and 
to  avoid  a  conplete  collapse  of  the  scheme,  additional  nurses  had  to  be 
rushed  along  to  give  assistance.  It  was  discovered  at  subsequent  sessir:'.s 
that  a  Doctor  assisted  by  two  nurses  in  the  van  and  three  acting  as 
auxiin  laries ,  so  ensuring  a  steady  flow  to  the  van,  gave  tho  maximum 
co-ordination  possible.  Whilst  this  unit  can  be  put  to  tho  best  economic 
advantage  in  a  populous  urban  area,  thoro  is  no  reason  whatsoever  why  it 
should  not  be  used  to  carry  immunisation  to  out.lying  areas,  and  here  tho 
Doctor  and  two  nurse  combination  would  probably  be  used  to  bettor  advantage^ 
Before  the  unit  can  be  expected  to  function  successfully,  a  vast  r  .mt  of 
preparatory  work  must  be  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors,  the  office  st  J? 
select5_ng  those  children  whose  parents  cannot  or  will  not  bring  their 
children  to  tho  static  clinics,  and  the  further  work  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Visitors  who  personally  contact  each  parent  beforehand  notifying 
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thon  that  tho  van  t?1I1  bo  round  on  a  cortoin  day  later  on  in  the  -wook* 

A  fev;  days  boforo  tho  unit  tours  tho  district,  a  Loud  Spookor  Van  ’■  curing 
the  Bolocted  districts,  furthor  notifies  all  the  residents  in  tho  district 
that  tho  unit  will  visit  that  district  on  tho  scloctod  day  and  then  later 
•pflion  tho  unit  makes  its  tour  of  tho  district,  tho  Loud  Spookor  con  with 
equal  advantage  bo  mounted  on  tho  vehicle  and  operated  by  tho  driver  v/ho 
should  bo  accustomed  to  this  type  of  broadcasting.  The  tiso  made  of  this' 
mobile  unit  immunisation  van  will  probably  vary  from  Division  to  Division, 
but  it  should  undoubtedly  fulfil  a  definite  need  in  all  of  them.  Indeed 
it  is  felt  when  once  tho  vast  potentialities  of  this  set  up  are  appreciatci 
and  full  uae  is  made  of  it,  the  Bcjrvices  of  more  than  one  unit  vjill 
probably  be  required  to  satisfy  all  the  demands  put  upon  it.  It  may 
bo  that  o:q)orionce  will  dictate  that  a  smaller  typo  of  vehicle  con 
appropicLately  be  used  in  serving  tho  needs  of  scattered  rural  areas 
thou^  it  must  be  emphasised  again  that  a  commodious  typo  of  vehicle 
should  definitely  bo  ocployod  whore  congostefl  urban  populations  are 
to  be  catered  for.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  this  type  of  sot 
up  is  restricted  to  functioning  during  tho  summer  and  autumn  months 
and  any  atteirpt  to  extend  it  for  a  longer  period  than  that  will  inevitably 
be  doomed  to  foiluro.  Indeed  even  so  I  feel  that  September  is  late 
enou^.  The  question  of  sec\iring  efficient  sterilisation  of  needles, 
swabs  etc,  will  also  have  to  bo  given  consideration  because  it  will  bo 
found  practically  irpossible  to  carry  this  out  when  tho  unit  is  in 
operation  and  the  provision  of  a  small  but  efficient  portable  autoclave 
should  bo  given  serious  consideration. 

The  future  progress  of  immunisation  will  almost  certainly  depend  on 
consolidating  and  effecting  irprovomonts  on  existing  methods.  The  main 
brunt  of  tho  attack  must  still  and  slvmys  will  bo  borne  by  the  static 
immunisation  clinic  which  attack  it  can  sustain  by  reason  of  tho  fact  ' 
that  it  can  faction  independantly  of  tho  weather  be  it  summer  ce?  winter, 
and  tfcc  mobile  unit  can  be  called  into  use  as  an  auxilliary  methor  to 
deal  with  what  may  be  called  the  problem  type  of  immunisation.  It  has 
often  been  lamented  that  a  greater  measure  of  success  could  be  expected 
if  children  could  bo  immunised  at  cm  earlier  age  than  is  at  present 
practised  and  recent  experimental  work  has  tended  to  bring  this  hope 
within  tho  bounds  of  practicability,  Jfess  immunisation  methods  and  the 
relative  absence  of  clinical  Diphtheria  on  any  scale  over  the  last  few 
years,  have  tended  to  lower  the  average  immunity  of  the  mother  resulting 
in  a  lower  transmitted  immunity  in  the  child.  At  one  tine  it  was 
accepted  practice  to  immunise  children  at  the  age  of  1  year  which  was 
subsequently  reduced  to  8  months,  but  recent  work 'has  shovjn  that  in  many 
cases  this  con  be  lowered  to  3  or  4  months  of  ago.  Experimental  work 
along  these  lines  is  being  carried  out  in  Division  11  but  as  such  vjork 
is  at  present  in  the  very  early  stages,  further  discussion  will  ‘■'.ave  to 
be  reserved  till  a  further  report.  Should  it  be  proved  successful  then 
another  useful  weapon  will  be  placed  at  our  disposal  in  that  we  shall  be 
able  to  exercise  a  greater  influence  on  tho  nether  to  havo  her  child 
immunised  at  the  time  she  is  most  inpressed  by  tho  assistance  afforded 
her  at  tho  Child  Wclfaro  Clinic,  namely  between  the  3rd  and  6th  months.

The  question  of  the  responsibility  for  providing  dustbins 
was  again  brought  forward  by  one  or  two  Count  decisions.  The 
Public  Foalth  Act  states  that  tho  Fotices  to  proAwdo  bins  must  be 
served  on  the  owner  or  occupier.  In  certain  dooisions  tho 
o-nors  successfully  appealed  against  the  Fotioes  requiring  thorn 
to  provide  dustbins.  It  would  appear  from  these  decisions  the' 
tho  Council  must  investigate  the  introduction  of  a  Municipal 
.Dustbin  Scheme  to  provide  the  whole  of  the  bins  for  the  area. 
T'liore  are  two  methods  to  recover  tho  coat;  -

The  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  from 
the  Formant  on,  Woodhouse  and  Common  'lards  at  the  St.  John's 
Football  Field  and  the  Boundary  Tip,  7al:efield  Road.  The  use  of 
the  football  field  tip  was  discontinued  due  to  lach  of  co-operation. 
It  was  almost  impossible  to  heep  the  tip  tidy  due  to  interference 
by  children  throwing  out  tins,  old  beds  etc.  The  refuse  from  the 
Altofts  Wards  was  disposed  of  at  Foxholes  Tip.  There  is  tipping 
space  at  that  site  for  several  ^roars.  Present  tipping  facilities 
in  the  Formanton  Wards  v^jill  be  filled  by  about  January  or 
February  1951.  Few  tipping  space  is  urgently  required.  There 
are  several  sites  available.  It  is  felt  hov^ever  that  none  of 
these  will  be  V€)ry  cheap  and  a  new  charge  for  disposal  may  arise. 
Previously  the  Council  have  been  very  fortunate  in  finding  tips 
at  very  low  cost. 

Rat  infestation  at  the  Foxholes  Tip  was  successfully  dealt 
with  in  two  treatments.  The  tips  are  sprayed  weekly  with 
insecticide  to  prevent  insect  pests.  Fo  real  trouble  has  been 

experienced  during  the  year. 

A  wet  swampy  portion  of  the  Council's  field  at  the  rear  of 
Potts  Terraco  was  drained,  levelled  up  with  refuse  and  covered 
V7ith  soil  from  the  adjacent  building  site.  This  should  form  a 
UsSeful  playing  area,  in  the  future  and  illustrates  how  poor 
land  may  be  reclaimed  by  tipping.  Some  of  the  houses  near  to 
this  tip  were  troubled  by  flies  but  the  infestations  wore  dealt 
with  on  complaint  and  the  trouble  rectified.  The  flies  were 
duo  to  the  presence  in  the  material  being  tipped  of  green- grocer ' s 
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waste,  fish  parts  etc. 

This  coirplaint  of  fly  breediry  leads  'ce  to  ash  the  Council 
to  consider  the  provision  of  a  small  incinerator  to  burn  such 
t^^pes  of  refuso  and  refuse  of  animad  origin  -  dead  cats,  dogs  etc. 
At  present  we  have  to  bury  these  types  of  material  v/hich  encouraye 
fly  breeding  and  rat  breeding  in  the  tips.  The  incinerator  v/ill 
require  to  stand  on  a  concrete  base  in  a  building  of  fireproof 
construction  capable  of  being  loched  to  lieep  out  unauthorised 
persons.  In  addition  some  provision  should  be  provided  to  store 
bonos.  We  are  at  present  receiving  quite  a  quantity  of  bones 
from  butcher's  shops  as  the  bone  dealers  do  not  collect  regularly. 
Those  arc  stored  in  bins  in  the  open  air  at  present. 

The  Collection  and  Disposal  staff  oomprises  3  Drivers,  12 
Dustmen,  1  Tipman,  1  Salvage  Man  and  1  spare  laloourer.  The 
spare  man  is  essential  to  maintain  a  full  staff  due  to  absence 
for  sickness. 

Protective  clothing  com.prising  tv/o  sets  of  boiler  suits,  one 
pair  of  armoured  gloves  and  one  pair  of  goggles  has  '.'eon  issued 
to  tho  Dustm.cn  and  Salvage  men  as  a  yea^rly  issue.  four  Karri  or 
Bantams  arc  in  use  but  only  three  are  con-'^tantly  on  the  road,  the 
fourth  being  retained  as  spare.  The-  eldest  lorry  now  IS  years 
old  reepairos  roplacjng  by  a  now  lorry.  Tho  wagons  have  givon 
good  service  and  three  have  GO]istantly  been  on  the  road.  Ko 
outside  haulage  has  been  employed  at  any  timiC,

The  item  Ferrous  Metals  -  9  tons  4  cwts  was  on  accumulation 
of  scrap  iron  from  all  lepartmerts  ’out  as  shown  returned  as 
salvage  from  this  Council.

I>aring 
the  year  a,  contract  v/as  made  with  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd., 
Purfleet,  Essex  to  allow  them  to  teJeo  the  whole  of  the  Council's 
output  for  the  next  five  years. " 

A  bonus  of  £14  -  12  -  6  was  claimed  from  the  Directorate 
of  Salvage  end  Recovery  for  the  months  January  to  June.  The 
Council  added  £4  -  7  -  6  to  raaho  a  pagvnent  of  £1  per  ma,n.  For 
the  months  July  to  December  a  bonus  of  £1  -  9  -  0  hs,s  been 
claimed.

In.iring  the  year  at  one  stage  some  difiiculty  v/as  enporienced 
in  disposing  of  paper  to  the  mills.  Several  Local  Authcritios 
cca.scd  tc  collect  paper  and  the  publicity'  given  to  their  action 
by  the  Press  ha.d  a  harmful  effect  on  the  collection  of  raste 
papor.

The 
paper  must  be  collected  from  shops  and  even  now  any  accumulations 
of  clea,n  waste  paper  are  always  collected  froixi  domestic  dwellings

In  mahi/  properties  the  cost  of  repairs  far  es:coGds  the  proportion 
of  rent  to  cover  them  an:’  in  ma-n7/  eases  oxceods  the  total  rent 
received  for  the  37car.  ¥ie.nj  visits,  telephone  calls  and  letters 
have  to  ho  made  to  ov.nn.ors  and  tc  ouildLrs  to  conpleto  the  worle 
recuirod  in  an.77 thing  lilzo  a  reasonable  time. 

Some  seventeen  houses  v/ere  considered  unfit  to  deal  with 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  and  wore  dealt  r/ith  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1936.  Those  r/erc  all  roperted  on  to  the  Gommittoo  .and  the 
following  action  tahen.

The  mein 
scurc^s  of  breeding  of  this  type  of  fly  ero  the  heaps  of  pig 
manure  adTacent  to  smell  pig  styes.

Terminal  disinfection  was  cerr:od  out  by  spraying 
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liq_iiid  disinfectant.  At  each  case  a  bottle  of  disinfectant  v/a,s 
loft  and  instructions  given  on  the  use  of  same.  The  beddinr?  u'as 
usually  taken  ro.vay  and  disinfected  hj  steam  a.t  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  In  .addition  bedding  was  disinfected  after  death 
or  after  rcmcval  of  tuberculosis  patients.  This  v/as  disinfected 
by  arrangement  v/ith  Aketon  Hospital.  The  Host  Hiding  Count;/ 
Council  agreed  during  the  year  to  transport  such  infected  bedding 
to  the  hospital  subject  tc  the  D'-partment  m.aking  the  nccessa,ry 
arrangements  v/ith  the  hospital  and  arranging  for  the  collection 
and  return  of  the  clean  bedding.  It  would  a.pp)ear  that  some 
difficulty  will  be  mot  with  in  the  future  in  dealing  with  infocticu/ 
bedding  and  it  is  ray  intention  to  put  before  the  Council  the 
question  of  providing  our  own.  disinfecting  station  preferably  to 
bo  sited  in  the  Baths  Yard  as  steam  is  rvcuilablo  there.  An 
auithority  the  size  of  Horma.ntcn  should  have  its  oun  facilities. 

Offensive  Trade  Promises. 

There  is  only  one  Offensive  Trade .premise  that  of  Tripe 
Bailor,  at  the  Slaughterhouse.  This  is  ’"oll  conducted  but  the 
premise  is  unsatisf actory. 

If  it  ?/ore  possible  to  cbtrin  leaf  from  the  C-overnraent  on 
their  policy  for  slaughterhouses,  then  some  imprevemonts  and 
emtensions  could  be  made  to  this  premise  to  bring  it  up  to 
standard. 

Other  Public  Health  Meat  tors. 

Regular  visits  i7L.re  made  to  schools,  piblic  o onveni luccs  , 
public  houses,  clubs  and  cinoraias  etc.  The  whole  :f  the  drainage 
for  the  new- houses  wOvS  supervised,  tested  and  passed.  In  all 
83  lengths  cf  new  draunaugo  v/erc  tested  and  passed.  This  testing 

is  done  by  arrangement  with  the  Surveyor,  Mr.  Copp.  The  Public 
Health  Department  receives  the  cora.plaints  and  has  to  deal  with 
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them  cnee  the  houses  r..ro  cccupiec’.  r.nc^  by  supervising  the  new  worlc 


rouintr.ln  the  some  stc.nclr.rcl  fer  .worh  on  Council  prcncTty  us  on 
privc.-tc  property.  In  ny  rcvicus  export  ^nce  I  hove  scon  Inch  of 
co-operation  between  departments  resulting  in  separate  1  opart-i'.ents 
sotting  up  their  own  stanclarls  often  not  in  gr^-oment .  'This  is 


a.  great  failing  in  th^.  eyes  of  the  public  who  naturally  expect 
one  standard  for  aJ.1  worh  supervised  by  the  Loc^l  AuthoritjT-, 

The  Department  had  to  mahe  arrangements  for  and  erry  out 
the  burial  of  a  pauper.  This  man  died  on  the  3rd  April,  1949  aftc] 


the  Public  Assistance  Bcr'rd  had  been  taJicn  over  by  the  Frtional 
Assistance  Borrcl.  The  I'Ocal  Authority  hf-d  to  bury  the  body. 

The  funeral  and  burial  wero  cr.rriod  out  vdth  the  necessary 
rcvcionce,  the  body  being  interned  in  Permanton  Churchyoncl,  in  a 


common  grave.

Toed  and  Drugs  Administration. 


Special  effort  ha.s  been  ra^a,  to  improve  the  conditions 
of  premises  whore  food  is  handled  and  or op.'r w'’’  for  ss-le.  A 
survey  was  ccrnmonced  of  all  shops  coming  w:i  tliin  the  scope-  of  the 
Pood  and  Drugs  let  but  unf ortun'-tt.l;’’  not  comply- tod  before  the 
year  end.  The  first  shops  to  bo  insp^-ctod  •’■m-ro  tho  Dish  and 
Chip  shops  and  ideat  "^roduots  ractcries.  A  mar'vod  r.ll-round 
improvement  has  been  made.  In  the  cas.-  of  some  of  tho  premises 
the  ’'-'orh  roouirod  entailed  complete-  rebuilding  of  the  prumisos. 

In  the  m.ajcrity  of  eases  tho  evT^rs  of  Cusiresscs  showed  excellent 
oo-o-ocration.  It  is  surnrising  to  fine  the  number  of  shops 
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hr.ndling  foodstuffs  without  s  constant  supply  of  hot  water  and 
oven  premises  without  any  supply  of  water  at  all.  In  these 
cases  they  have  drawn  water  in  buchets  from  neighbouring  shops 
and  a  buchetful  has  lasted  a  day  or  long’cr.  3y  the  end  of  the  day 

the  condition  of  the  water  may  be  imagined.  In  most  cases  the 

work  v^as  carried  out  on  verbal  notice  and  only  in  8  cases  written 
Informal  Feticos  were  served.  One  butcher  was  found  to  be 
manufacturing  sausa.gc  in  an  old  stable  and  was  successfully 
prosecuted.  He  was  proved  guilty  and  fined  on  four  charges. 

Moa.t  and  Food  Inspection. 

The  arrangements  for  slaughtering  were  the  some  as  for 
previous  years,  the  whole  of  the  slasightor ing  being  carried  out 
at  the  G-ovornmont  Controlled  Slaughterhouse  in  King  Edward 
Street.  During  the  months  September  to  Januaip/  when  the  number 
of  weekly  killings  is  high,  the  premises  are  inrideguato.  The 
hanging  space  is  insufficient  c?nd  inspection  has  to  be  made 
under  most  unsatisfactory  conditions.  There  arc  several 
imprcvcm.onts  renuirod,  namely 

1.  Increaned  hanging  space. 

2.  Better  conditions  for  tripo-dre^^ding  and  cleaning. 

3.  The  yard  area  to  be  paved  or  concreted. 

4.  A  floa,t  operated  switch  should  be  installed  to  the  pump 
which  pumps  the  slaughterhouse  liquid  refuse  to  the 
sewer. 


The  above  impre vem.onts  arc  hold  up  rs  the  -^v^nistry  do  not 
appoan  to  definitely  know  Vi/hcthor  they  intend  to  carry  on  or 
not  with  the  presont  systom. 

All  the  animals  killed  wore  inspcctod  before  distribution 
to  the  shops.  This  is  the  one  groa.t  advantage  to  centraliccd 
slaughtering.

Ta/o  cows 
wero  suspected  to  be  tubercular  .and  sent  in  for  slaughter.  Beth 
were  unfit  for  food  duo  to  acnera.lisod  tuberculosis.  That  mill: 
ha-d  boon  sold  to  the  public  probably  for  come  days  in  its  raw 
state  with  the  tuberculosis  or-Grpnisms  present.  Surely  c.asos  found 
lil-:o  this  do  strengthen  the  case  that  all  the  mill:  should  be 
designated  mill:  and  prof  or  .ably  pasteurised.  If  tuberculin  tested 


pasteurised  so  much  the  bettor,  as  this  type  gives  the  public  a. 
double  sa.feguard. 


Control  of  Ico-croam. 

There  arc  throe  registered  promises  for  the  manuf.acturo 
of  icc-croaiii.  T^ao  fully  comply  with  the  '’Heat  Treatment” 
RogulfUtions  and  one  does  not.  The  latter  manufa.cturcr  cagreod. 
not  to  manufacture  until  the  nocossar}/  eouipment  bo  provided. 

19  premises  are  registered  for  the  s.alo  of  icc-cream.  The 
Council  agreed  tc  establish  the  follov/ing  Code  of  Practice  for 
ico-crcaJH  vohiolos  and  st-alls  .and  by  the  following  season  it  is 
hoped  it  will  be  fully  complied  with.

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S{a).  Bcrrov/s  ?.nci  other  sales  points  -  All  such  vehicles  etc.

shall  bo  fitted  with  an  ovcrnll  reef  cover  to  protect  the  retailing 
unit  from  both  excessive  sun  and  other  climatic  conditions,  under 
which  glass  screens  shadl  be  fitted.  The  utensil  rinsing  bowl 
shall  bo  placed  inside  a  glass  dom,o  or  container  and  a  sim.ilar  ^lass 
cover  should  be  supplied  for  the  storage  of  ■•eafors,  biscuits  etc.
